PITTSBURG, Aug. 6.—The furnace 


•coke market is not proving to be as 
strong at this time as it was expected 
to be.. 'While foundry coke is -very 
strong and is hard to get at' $5.00, with 
some brands easily-commanding ?5.50, 
spot furnace colt? is rather wobbly at 
14.00" and there is no demand at all 
for regular deliveries to the end of 
the year. Indeed, it is related that 
one sale of spol furnace coke •was 
made yesterday at ?3.80 and it Is 
claimed there is some more coke to 
be had from the same source at that 
price. Operators in general, however, 
are holding to tho $4.00 price rather 
steadily. 


The divergence between 
furnace 


coke and foundry, coke, the one being 
soft, the other being very strong, is 
due to labor conditions, it being very 
difficult and expensive to produce and 
ship genuine fountlry coke 'on account 
of the extra han<r labor required. As 
to furnace coke, tae difficulty in the 
market. seems to be that the cokej 
operators have done what the blast 
furnaces hare often done, got into the 
^reducing ranks a trifle too sooa, 
•when a larger demand is in prospect 
•When there are idle furnaces and pig 
iron demand promises to ' increase, 
each idle furnace lias a hankering to 
get into blast qoicily in order to be 
tolly ready for the increased demand 
•when it comes, antl production gains 
as rapidly as consumption if not more 
rapidly, the advance in prices thus 
being deferred. Prom experiences of 
this sort has arisen the dictum that 
the pig Iron market cannot advance

of Intentions to Become Clttzrne 


As in Other Cases. 


Honorably discharged service men 


of the military or naval forces of the 
United States, or foreign birth, not 
citizens ot this country, may become 
so without a declaration of intention, 
certificate ot arrival, or fee, as prev- 
iously required.

OWNTHESEDAYS 


Philadelphia Mint Is Producing 


Two to Three Million 


Coppers Daily. 


STILL 8,000,000 LACKING 


Increased Demand Iiargely Du« to th« 


War Taxes and'Higher Prices Neces- 
sitating the Addition 
of 
One 
or1 


Two Cents to -tony Items of Trade. 


PH11ADEUPHIA, July 
31.—Evory 


dog has .his day, but this is the day of 
the penny. .The insignificant copper 
cent has taken the place of the al- 
mighty dollar in fiscal importance to 
the American public. 


"War taxation has created a demand 


for pennies that is unprecedented in 
the history of domestic currency. To 
meet this enormously increased de- 
mand the United 
States 
Mint 
at 


Seventeenth and Spring Garden streets 
is producing from 2,200,000 to 3,000,000 
'one-cent pieces daily.' 


The necessity for coining more pen- 


nies manifested itself as a result of 
,the standard of uneven prices that, 
because of war taxes, has-'been estab- 
lishred- in the business, transportation 
and almost every commercial phase 
of community life. 
' The increased demand tor pennies is 
especially noticed in. cities because of 
the volume of exchange of small cur- 
rency in the usual daily expenditures 
of the urbanite. 
Although machines 


in the mint in this city are stamping 
out coppers day and night the mint is 
still 8,000,000 peonies behind orders. 


Adum M; Joyce, superintendent of 


the Mint in Philadelphia, yesterday 
said that whea the war faxes first 
came into effect the supply of pennies 
on the market vras surprisingly in- 
adequate to the new demand. It was 
first thought that perhaps some in- 
dustrial enterprises might have been 
melting one-cent pieces down Cor cop- 
per, that metal being very difficult to 
obtain at the time. 
Government in- 


vestigation, however, disclosed 
that 


this was not the case, but that the 
scarcity of pennies on the 
western 


coast had drawn a large amount of 
copper coin to that part of the coun- 
try. 
' While figures are not available at 
the present time, the output of pen- 
nies minted in this city since the war 
has bien far greater than any year 
since the establishment of the Mint 
in Philadelphia.
